Order for Co-operation, 

On a voice vote before final pas- 
sage, the chamber approved an 
amendment by Senator La Follette 
(Prog.), Wisconsin, directing the 
chairman of the: War Production 
Board to co-operate with the direc- 
tor of Civilion Supply in seeing to 
it that “small business concerns 
will be most efficiently and effec- 
tively utilized in the production of 
articles, equipment, supplies and 
materials essential for civilian pur- 
poses, and that business enterprises 
other than small business concerns 
will be utilized to the fullest extent 
for war production a" 

Senator ley (Dem.), North 
Carolina, rew several pro- 
posed amendments to the legisla- 
tion, including one to limit the 
proposed loans to only those firms 
having less than $400,000 annual 
turnover. Another one would have 
restricted loans to firms in busi- 
ness on Dec. 1, 1941. He acted 
after Senators O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming and Ellender ‘(Deni:), 
Louisiana, had joined other Sena- 
tors in protesting against them. 

An amendment proposed by 
Chairman Murray imposing fines 
and imprisonment for false state- 
ments or fraudulent acts in the ob- 
taining of loans or contracts from 
the proposed corporation was 
adopted, as was one to authorize 
the War or Navy departments to 
participate in or guarantee loans 
by the corporation. 

Supporting MBailey’s . proposal, 
Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
contended that the bill would 
permit a single loan of 100 millions 
dollars, the full amount authorized 
in the measure. 

“Under this bill they can loan 
any amount of money to anybody 
for any damn purpose they please,” 
he explained vigorously. 

- Big Losses Predi 

Earlier, Senator Brown (Dem.), 
Michigan, predicted that a large 
proportion of loans made under 
the measure would be lost, and 
said it would change the entire 
basis for making Government loans 
for war production. 

Glass recalled that Secretary of 
Commerce Jones had told the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee that one 
“small business” firm had asked 
the RFC for a loan of 30 million 
dollars. 

“There are going to be heavy 
losses,” Brown declared in an in- 
terview. “A large part of this new 
100 million dollar fund will be 
lost.” 

When the RFC first began mak- 
ing loans to business, he recalled, 
Congress ordered a policy of “full 
and adequate security.” He said 
this later was liberalized to “rea- 
sonable assurance of repayment.”

Rothweiler, in. a telephone con- 
versation with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, was indignant about Ben- 
nett’s assertions. 

“There was one Federal prisoner 
here,” he said, “whose wife came 
to Hannibal. I let him go over 
there when he told me she had 
brought their sick baby along. I 
think that was only human. 

“About the transportation charge

There had been some confusson 
as to whether the Feb. 16 regis- 
trants would be integrated with 
men who registered prior to that 
date or be called after exhaustion 
of all previous registrants but to- 
day’s announcement said: 

“Local boards throughout the 
nation were ‘instructed to start 
classification at once of the sev- 
eral million men who enrolled on 
Feb. 16 and to prepare to fill the 
Army's June call for men, and pos- 
sibly the May call with these reg- 
istrants and registrants ‘from the 
first age group. 

Definition of Age Groups. 
The announcement’ -expiained 
that men who registered Oct. 16, 
1940, and July 1, 1941, constituted 
one group which was referred to 
in the memorandum to local boards 
as the “first age group” with those 
who registered Feb. 16 being re- 
ferred to- as the “second age 
group.” 

“The War Department,” the an- 
nouncement said, “has indicated 
that beginning June 1, 1942, req- 
uisitions will probably call for 
men of both age groups.” 

The memorandum said that lo- 
cal boards which had. not com- 
pleted mailing of questionnaires to 
registrants of the first age group 
should ‘continue to mail them but 
“at the same time the local board 
will proceed to mail . .. ques- 
tionnaires ... to registrants of

numbers to insure the filling of the 
June call (estimated not to exceed 
the call of February, 1942) entirely 
from the third registration, if such 
action is required.” 

If any local board finds it does 
not have a sufficient number of 
men from the first age group avail- 
able in Class 1-A to fill its May 
call, it was authorized to call 
enough men from the second age 
group to fill its quota and was told 
to continue to classify men in the 
second age group to be sure that 
it has enough by June 1 to fill a 
normal call. 

The paragraph referring to calls 
from both groups said: 

“The War Department has indi- 
cated that beginning June 1, 1942, 
requisitions will probably call for 
men of both age groups. In such 
event it will be’ necessary to lay 
calls for the month of June, 1942, 
and for subsequent months on both 
age groups. In those local boards 
where the first age group is ex- 
hausted by June 1, 1942, calls will 
of necessity be made only upon 
the second age group. The precise 
miethod which will be followed for 
the filling of calls for the month 
of June, 1942, and for subsequent 
months, as between registrants in 
the first age group and registrants 
in the second age group, will be 
made the subject of a subsequent 
memorandum.” 

Men between.21 and 35 years of 
age, inclusive, registered Oct. 16, 
1940. Those who reached 21 years 
of age between Oct. 16, 1940, and 
July 1, 1941, registered on the 
latter date, and on Feb. 16 those 
who had not previously registered 
but who were within the ages of 
20 and 45 years were listed.

The Reuther plan discussion last- 
ed all day yesterday. 
Conducted in the auditorium of 
the General Motors Building, the 
conference to’ which nearly’ 200 
hews and magazine writers and 
others were invited, took on, many 
of the aspects of an old-fashioned 
town-hall meeting, with hours of 
questions from the floor occupy- 
ing most of the day. 
Wilson termed the plan one con- 
ceived chiefly for “publicity and 
political purposes” with nothing in 
it that would be helpful, and Reu- 
ther retorted by accusing indus- 
try of waste and inefficiency, and 
with being more interested “in 
maintaining peacetime production 
than in defense production.”

GEN. STILWELL 
GOES TO FRONT 
By DANIEL DE LUCE. 


WITH THE CHINESE ARMY 
ON THE TOUNGOO FRONT, 
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‘Medical. Missionary and His Small Staff Offer 
Almost Only’ Caré ‘Troops en 
Toungoo Front Get. 


IN BURMA, March 30 (Delayed), 
(AP). — Dr..Gordon Seagrave, 
American medical missionary who 
set up an emergency hospital in 
the center of a bomb-wrecked and 
deserted Burmese town, is work- 
ing with superhuman energy to 
save the lives of Chinese soldiers 
wounded in the desperate fighting 
on the Toungoo front. — 

(The New York office of the 
Baptist Foreign Missions identified 
Dr. .Seagrave as a graduate of 
1Denison University in Ohio and 
Johns Hopkins Medical School, 
and..said his wife and their two 
youngest children returned to the 
United States a few days ago and 
went to Granville; O., where. they 
joined. the two older Seagrave 
children.) ° 

Dr, ' Seagrave set up his operat- 
ing table three nights ago, and 
since then has ‘been: caring for 
the wounded almost without rest. 

American and English volunteer 
ambulance drivers trucked the vic- 
tims from crude dressi 
at the front. Ten hurses from 
Karen Theological Seminary,. who 
had been trained by Dr. Seagrave 
during his years at the Baptist- 
built Harper Memorial Hospital at 
Namkham in the Burmese Shan 
States, assisted him. 
Seagrave heads what is called 
bile Surgical Unit, and ranks as 
a Lieutenant-Colonel in the field. 


He formed this unit after the 
outbreak of the Pacific war by go- 
ing into bombed Rangoon ard of- 
fering to serve air raid victims 
or troops in action. Within 48 
hours he had been put under or- 
ders by the British ‘ Army, had

College in Rangoon, which was 
closed because of the war. ’ 

On a pine-forested hill in East- 
ern Burma Dr. Seagrave estab- 
lished his base in crude bambod 
huts. From there his medical. unit 
—four. missionary surgeons and 35 
nurses—maintained contact with 
Chinese field commanders as ntuch 
as 200 miles distant, and orgah- 
ized small hospitals and dispensa- 


ries in these out-of-the-way places. | 


From there the doctors, riding 
United States jeeps, traveled the 
narrow, 


ravines, to reach the treops. But 
many of these forces were sta- 
tioned miles away from any roads, 
so that medical service and sup- 
plies had to go in with the help 
of coolies and mules. 

Even the fact that Chinese Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek recent- 
ly has sent some of his own med- 
ical staff into Burma has lifted 


little of the burden from the shoul- 


ders of the American volunteers, 
who for a considerable period were 
the only surgeons attached to the 
Chinese expeditionary force. 


goo was abandoned today by the 
fiercely fighting remnant of the 

Chinese garrison which held out 
there through five days of ter- 

rific air and ground assault and 

then battered a way over fields of 
Japanese dead to rejoin. troops : 
which their American commander, 

Lieut. Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell, 

personally led to their relief. 

Not until ordered by radio to re- 
treat after Stilwell’s forces proved 
unable to crack the Japanese line 
12 miles north of the town did the 
garrison budge from its shallow , 
machine-gun holes and rifle pits in 
the eastern outskirts of Toungoo. 

The Chinese crossed, the Sittang 
under almost point-blank fire, 
cutting a bloody swath through 
the invaders’ lines, and scattered 
in the wooded hills northeast of 
the town whence they made their 
way north to the main Chinese 
lines. 

Despite the battering they with- 
stood as they forced the Japanese 
to pay in blood for every inch of 
the town, the garrison has shown

The second Jevel of responsibil- 
ity was with the earliest ancestor 
of Mr. Nelson’s War Production 
Board—the National Defense Coun- 
cil. Its business was to advise the 
Government as to hdw much rub- 
ber would be required for the arms 
program/’and for civilian use. Mr. 
Stettinius, foreseeing the likeli- 
hood of our being cut off from the 
Far Eastern supply of natural rub- 
ber, advised the administration to 
build plants sufficient to manu- 
facture 100,000 tons of synthetic 
rubber a year. This was in the fall 
of 1940 and while the amount rec- 
ommended was by.no means suffi- 
cient judged by our present needs, 
what Mr. Stettinius advised cer- 
tainly was a substantial beginning 
and would have laid the foundation 
of an industry which could have 
been expanded as experience was 
gained. 

Having been warned by the State 
Department and given the right 
advice by Mr. Stettinius and the 
National Defense Council, the re- 
sponsibility for action rested upon 
Secretary Jones, subject to the ap- 
proval of the President. Just 
what happened between the fall of 
1940 and the spring of 1941 is not 
too clear from the public record, 
except that Mr. Jones did with the 
President’s approval decide to 
spend $25,000,000 on synthetic rub- 
ber and that he made little head- 
way because, as he reports it, he 
could persuade “neither the rub- 
ber companies nor the oil com- 
panies owning the patents... 
to spend any of their own money 
in manufacturing synthetic rub- 
ber.” Secretary Jones, on the 
other hand, did not wish to spend 
much Government money. And so 
we arrive at the month of May, 
1041, and Mr. Jones testifying be- 
fore the Banking and Currency 
Committee.

R. JONES told the committee 

that “it would seem we have 
rubber enough to run us at least 
one and a half years if we were 
cut off tomorrow from a supply of 
natural rubber... and that would 
give us about the time required to 
build synthetic rubber plants.” 
After quoting this testimony of his 
to the Senate Committee, Mr. Jones 
adds in his recent report, dated 
March 21, 1942, that “the problem 
of synthetic rubber was generally 
discussed in the committee, and it 
was the consensus that limited op- 
erations should be undertaken. The 
President concurred in this course.” 
On May 16, therefore, agreements 
were made by Mr. Jones with busi- 
ness corporations to do what Mr.

It is impossible, I submit, to con- 
duct a great government, and espe-

responsible for the rubber supply, 
responsible for giving the right 
advice and responsible for taking 
the right action. Until the Presi- 
dent was convinced that Mr. Jones 
was not the right man to take 
charge of rubber, it was necessary 
for the President to concur in 
what Mr. Jones recommended 
about rubber.

Many of the President's troubles 
come, as they have in this case, 
from the fact that he himself is so 
unclear about this fundamental 
principle of good administration. 
Because he is unclear about it, he 
is excessively tolerant of weakness 
in his subordinates and inordinate- 
ly willing to carry on his own 
shoulders burdens that a sound 
administrator would fix firmly and 
squarely on their shoulders. The 
effect is to protect weak men in 
his official family, men who lean 
absurdly too much on the Presi- 
dent; the effect also is to weaken 
strong men in his official family 
by diluting that sense of respon- 
sibility without which there is no 
initiative and no enterprise.

These precautions serve as & 
balance for the war of nerves by 
which the Nazis, perhaps uncon- 
sciously, already have shown their 
hand in Brazil. 
The Berlin. short-wave radio 
nightly is aiming diatribes at this 
country. And bearing in mind that 
a radio deluge prefaced German 
aggressions in Europe, expert Bra- 
zilian opinion leans to the viéw 
that the present wave of Berlin 
insults are a prelude to armed 
aggression here. 
If and when the German attack 
comes, Brazil expects it to be 
double-pronged. It is thought 
that there probably will be a land- 
ing somewhere along the northern 
coast, co-ordinated with the upris- 
ing of scores and hundreds of 
thousands of Germans and Jap- 
anese in the southern provinces, 

- Defense Must Be Doubled. 

The defense, therefore, must be 
doubled. Against a possible sea 
and air-bcrne attack. on Brazil's 
‘northern shores stand the united 
navies of the United States and 
Britain to assist the numerically 
smnall but tough Brazilian fighters 
who are already dug in along the 
coast. 


That is only half the problem, of 
course, for on the domestic front 
the firstastep is to K, O. the Axis 
“fifth column” now poised ready 
to stab its adopted country in the 
back. Brazil must do that alone. 

This country has been tardy in 
suppressing its “fifth column,” as 
was the United States. Many of 
the agents now under arrest were 
denounced months ago, among 
them Christiansen. But the con- 
viction is growing now that one- 
half of the country’s independence 
and safety depends upon the effi- 
ciency of the military and civil po.

Net profits of 899 commercial and 
industrial corporations in 1941

New York disclosed today after a 
survey. Profits for the year also 
were 18 per cent more than for th 
“average” year of 1937, the report 
showed. 

All types of corporate enterprise 
were represented in the survey and 
all shared in the higher results of 
1941 over 1940 except some devoted 
to tobacco, gold and silver mining 
and bakery: products. 

A breakdown of the survey 
showed 410 durable goods produc- 
ers had an increase in profits in 
1941 over the previous year of 18 
per cent, on the average, and 435 
concerns engaged in non-durable 
goods production and service fields 
showed an increase of 16 per cent. 
The remaining 54 companies, en- 
in mining enterprises, re- 
ported profits increased 11 per 


cent, 

Rise in Gross Sales. 

Examination of balance sheet 
data of 172 commercial and indus- 
trialy corporations showed gross 
sales rose an average of 36 per 
cent in 1941 over 1940; cost of 
goods sold, including taxes, in- 
creased 33 per cent, and net profits 
before Federal taxes, were 61 per 
cent higher. 
Deductions for Federal income 
and excess profits taxes, which had 
averaged approximately 18 per cent 
of net profits before taxes in each 
of the years 1937, 1938 and 1939 and 
had increased to 32 per cent in 
1940, advanced still further to an 
average. of 53 per cent of net 
profits before taxes in 1941. Asa 
result, the increase in net profits 
in 1941 after all charges for this 
group of companies was reduced 
to 12 per cent. 

Railroads and Telephones. 

In reporting on the experience 
of special groups-of corporations, 
the survey found that, because of 
an increase of 22 per cent in car- 
loadings and the relative immunity 
of railroads to excess profits 
taxes, due to large amounts of in- 
vested capital, the class one car- 
riers in 1941 showed aggregate net 
income of approximately $502,000,- 
000, an amount approximating the 
results of 1930, and compared with 
$185,000,000 in 1940. 

Net income of 33 telephone com- 
panies, each with a gross of better 
than $1,000,000 annually, declined 3 
per cent compared with 1940, but 
remained 4 per cent above the 
“average” year of 1937. Net in- 
come of a group of other utility 
companies increased 4 per cent 
over 1940 and almost 10 per cent 
over 1937.

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A Plan to Improve the Jury System, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE statement of Jury Commissioner 

Patrick J. McNamara, published in 
Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, shows once more 
that poor results obtained under our laws 
are almost invariably due, not to a de- 
——— es 

administered. 


As Mr. McNamara says, the system of 
having the jury list compiled every two 
years by about 40 canvassers, appointed 
for that purpose, is dn old one, As it is 
administered now, results are unques- 
tionably bad, but excellent: results can 
be obtained under the same system, and 
have been in the past. 

When we graduated from the law 
school, some 45 years ago, a number of 
the members of our class were selected 
to make the jury canvass that summer, 
on recommendation of the various Cir- 
cuit Judges. It was the custom then to 
select the canvassers from among young 
lawyers, to whom the compensation of 
$4 a day was decidedly welcome. The in- 
structions we got from Cok Fielding 
Mansfield in gauging jurors was to size 
up the individual and his surroundings 
and determine whether we would be sat- 
isfied to have him on a jury of our own. 
This was a sound test and one which a 
lawyer would be particularly able to 
epply intelligently. 

So far as an aversion to entering the 
better class of homes is concerned, we 
were required to call at every home, high 
or low, in the district assigned to us, and 
the Jury Commissioner has ample legal 
authority to enforce any legitimate de- 
mand his canvassers make for informa- 
tion. After all, the question is not 
whether a man wants to serve on a jury; 
it is one of his obligations as a citizen, 
and every litigant has a right to the 
services of a jury fairly representative 
of the community in which his case is 
tried, the residents of the “better homes” 
included, when they get into court. 

‘ Throughout the administration of Col. 
‘Mansfield, and George P. Weihbrenner 
‘and Amos Seaman, who succeeded him, 
‘the fury ‘lists a fair cross- 
‘section of all citizens of St. Louis in- 
‘telligent enough to serve as jurors, and 
‘there was usually on every pane] a fair

combined tax return. However, where both husband 
and wife work, a joint return would be filed, but 
a separate earned income credit would be allowed for 
income actually earned by the wife, 

“The joint return would abolish several ancient tax 
evils, 

For one thing, it would end the community prop- 
erty racket, as now practiced in Arizona, California, 
Idaho, Louisiana, Nevada, New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
Texas and Washington. 

Thanks to state laws there, a married man can 
split his salary and other personal earnings with his 
wife and file two tax returns, each on half his in- 
come, This is a golden opportunity—denied taxpay- 
ers in all the 39 other states—to avoid the stiff sur- 
taxes levied in the upper income brackets. 

Take a Texan or Californian, for instance, earning 
$50,000 annually. If he filed one $50,000 return, as 
all other American taxpayers must do, he would owe 
Uncle Sam about $20,439. Instead, he and his wife 
each file a $25,000 return, and pay about $7252 
apiece, a saving of $5935. On $5000, the saving would 
be about $20. 

Only the big income-tax payers, these figures show, 
profit by this tax-dodging scheme. But they profit 
so handsomely that more &nd more states are being 
induced to enact community property laws. At first, 


only five states had them. The number is now nine,. 


and is growing. 

If a family earns $4000 a year or less, and the 
great majority of American families do, separate re- 
turns won't save it a penny and a joint return 
wouldn’t cost it an extra cent. The joint return 
is designed expressly to catch big fish who have been 
slipping through the net. 2 

Furthermore, it would finally put the person liv- 
ing on investments and the man on a salary on the 
same basis. 

At present, the taxpayer who lives off the revenue 
from his stocks and bonds or other property has a 
great advantage over the salaried worker, except, of 
course, the salaried worker living in a community 
property state. 

For the man who lives on — can divvy 
up his property with his wife, splitting the family in- 
come and cutting down his taxes in the same way 4s 
the Texan, Californian, Oklahoman or other _benefi- 
ciliary of the community property laws. 

Naturally, such a profitable practice is widespread. 
More than seven billion dollars’ worth of securities 
have been transferred from one spouse to another 
for this purpose. 

The joint return would. make the fortunate man of 
property and his wife pool their income and declare 
it on one tax return, putting the family income back 
in whatever bracket it belongs. 

Only a corporal’s guard of well-to-do, constituting 
about 5 per cent of the country’s taxpayers, would be 
affected by the joint return. It is this handful who 
are fighting to keep their special privileges by rais- 
ing the hoopla about women’s rights and the sanctity 
of matrimony. 

To say that marriage would be discouraged by mak- 
ing a few well-heeled taxpayers stand and deliver is 
absurd. 

If the income tax laws can make or break a 
romance, as opponents of the joint return claim, 
marriage ties should be unusually strong and attrac- 
tive in community property states. There it pays 
dividends, on March 15, to have a mate. Yet it isa 
matter of record that divorce rates in those nine 
states are cénsiderably higher than the rates for 
the country as a whole. 

The sanctity-of-marriage argument is so much 
hokum and hot air. So is the argument that the joint 
return would deprive women of their rights. A wife 
would still retain the right to hold property and en- 
joy its income; she would still have the right to 
work and enjoy the fruits of her labor. The joint 
return simply prevents her husband from using her 
name as a cyclone cellar for an overstuffed income, 

The joint return trespasses on no rights. But to 
continue these shameful tax loopholes which cost 
the Treasury a cool $300,000,000 a year in lost reve- 
nue certainly infringes on a few rights. It infringes 
on the rights of all the rank-and-file Americans who. 
must make up, with their own increased taxes, a 
deficit caused by special treatment for a favored few. 
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THE SECRET BRIDGE DEAL AT CAIRO. 


Cairo and the surrounding area were much sur- 
prised last week to learn that the Cairo Bridge Com- 
mission, created by Congress in 1934 to build and 
operate a toll bridge across the Ohio River from 
Cairo to Kentucky, had, purchased for $2,625,000 a 
second bridge at Cairo, the toll crossing over the 
Mississippi to Bird’s Point, Mo. 

The tolls on the Mississippi River bridge have 
never been sufficient to enable the private company 
which operated it to pay in full the interest on its 
bonded debt. Under the terms of these obligations 
unpaid interest accumulated over the years.

DEFEAT OF TRE ANTLOVERTING RIDER. 

The Senate’s almost unanimous rejection late yes- 
terday of the: O’Daniel amendment, providing for 
suspension of overtimd pay for more than 40 hours’ 
work in American industry, was not a final vote on’ 
the subject, or scarcely a test vote. It was a sig- 
nificant straw in the wind, however. 

Two pending. bills contain this provision, and there 
- will doubtless be full debate on one or both of them 
later. The O’Daniel move was another of those un- 
related rider amendments, being attached to a bill 
concerning small war plants, and for that reason 
alone was objectionable to many Senators. There 
was no debate, and only a voice vote.

Nevertheless, its summary rejection indicates that 


the Senate is not going to be stampeded by the great 
outcry againat the Wage-Hour Act. It indicates 
that the Senate does not share the many misconcep- 
tions now in circulation about the law. For the Sen- 
ate did not rashly seize its first opportunity to vote 
down the overtime provision, but is waiting on the 
orderly processes of debate. It is evident that the 
calm reasoning of President Roosevelt, Donald M. 
Nelson and other officials who know the realities 
of the war production problem is having its effect. 
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KANSAS CITY’S FINE VICTORY. ’ 

The best news in Missouri today is the sweeping 
victory of Mayor John B. Gage in Kansas City in 
yesterday's election. Only one Council seat was won 
by the remnants of the broken-down Pendergast ma- 
chine, and that is from the downtown section, where 
the Democratic spoilsmen always were at their 
strongest. 

The issue was as clearly drawn between bad gov- 
ernment and good as it could have been. On one side 
were the nephew of ex-Boss Tom Pendergast, James 
M. Pendergast, and Congressman Joseph B. Shannon, 
a spoils politician, trying to put over John M. Linger. 
On the other side was Mayor Gage, running on his 
two-year record of solid achievement for the people 
of Kansas City. 

The voters remembered Kansas City’s plight when 
Mr. Gage, new to public office, rolled up his sleeves 
and went to work. They remembered the slide to- 
ward bankruptcy; they remembered the breakdown 
of elementary public services; they remembered the 
padded payrolls; they remembered the election frauds 
which had made Kansas City a name of disrepute 
over the country. They contrasted all that with 
Mr, Gage’s substitution of government for the people 
in the place of government for the machine. On 
the basis of paid bills, a budget system, reduced 
taxes and payroll pruning, the choice for the future 
Was easy. 

Mayor Gage is to be applauded on his splendid 
victory, and so is Kansas City. All Missouri rejoices 
with them in their demonstration of the vitality of 
democratic government. It proves anew that the 
people will respond to good candidates. 
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END OF THE RAZOR-BLADE CRISIS. 

The great razor-blade crisis has subsided as ab- 
ruptly as it began. There won’t be a shortage after 
all, the War Production Board says, so the recent 
fears that the country would soon be full of men 
bearing Jerry Colorina mustaches, patriarchal beards 
and Piccadilly weepers can now be banished. 

The new statement does not alter the fact that 
last week a WPB Order curtailing razor-blade manu- 
facture said its prégram “would allow an average 
of one blade a week to each shaver.” Sincé many 
men require more than one blade a week, this gave 
the incentive to hoarding and resulting in a buying 
stampede. It also brought a blast from Gen. Johnson 
about “bright ideas of bright young men who are 
running our war effort with too much high-handed- 
ness and too little thought for the human factors 
involved.” He pointed out that this order would 
save only 150 tons. of steel a year, while a cleanup 
of scrap lying around the country would bring in 
3,000,000 to 30,000,000 tons. . 

The board now sdys that last week’s statement also 
stated the order would leave an “ample supply,” but 
asserts the public missed that statement. . 

Whether the board is guilty of poor rhetoric or of 
poor planning, this razor-blade mixup has tended to 
create public confusion. It has brought criticism and 
doubt of the nation’s top war production body. The 
episode isn’t a joke, It ought to impress Washington 
seriously with the need for (1) clear-headed planning 
and (2) statements in intelligible English. 
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~THAT RUNAWAY JUNK-WAGON HORSE.

AM addressing this letter to you because 

as editor of a great and influential news- 

Paper you can take cognizance of these 
facts and use your influence and that of 
your paper to try to lessen the wrongs 
against a minority group which is intensely 
patriotic to our American flag and the 
American way of life, 

I have recently made visits to many of 
the large cities on the Atlantic coast. In 
them I find a large number of hopeless and 
despairing people. I find there is very lit- | 


‘tle enthusiasm among the’ people of my 


group concerning the present war. 

It is altogether a different situation from 
the last World War. There was enthusiasm 
then. The soldiers went into the war with

Even if all 
or a large portion of our workers were not 
skilled at the present time, they could soon 
be trained to a state of efficiency which 
would be the pride of all if given the chance 
and provided the means of training.

I understand that in most séctions of the 
South, the labor unions are keeping Negroes 
not only from being employed’as skilled 
workers, but from being taugnt how to mas- 
tsr trades. There have been some startling 
cases of this discrimination against p?to- 
posed Negro workers by some trade unions. 
This is especially true in the South. 

I have never condoned crime, but I have 
never found a single excuse for lynchings 
in America.

PATHOLOGISTS OPEN 
TnREE-DAY MEETING 


Speakers Compare Animal Dis- 
eases With Those of Human 
Beings—Test on Kangaroos 

Related. 


A thre-day convention of patholo- 
gists and bacteriologists opened to- 
day at Washington University 
Medical School. The thirty-fifth an- 
nual meeting of the International 
Association of Medical Museums, 
American and Canadian section, 
was held today. The American 
Association of Pathologists and 
Bacteriologists will meet tomorrow 
and Friday. 

Principal address on today’s pro- 
gram was by Dr. William H. Feld- 
man, president of the Association 
of Medical Museums. The session 
also included a symposium on com- 
prative pathology. 

Speakers at the symposium com- 
pared animal diseases to those of 
human beings. Dr. Balduin Lucke 
of Philadelphia showed slides of 
catfish with large oral tumors. He 
said 166 live tumor-bearing catfish 
had been received at his laboratory 
in the last two years. 

“Neo-plastic growths, or tumors, 
are pathological phenomena com- 
mon to all classes of vertebrates,” 
Dr. Lucke told the pathologists. 

Tumors in Men, Animals. 

Dr. C. L. Davis, of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry,- Denver, who 
discussed a series of diseases com- 
mon domestic food-producing 
animals, said that most animal 
tumors are similar to those of 
man, The difference between ani- 
mal and human tumors, he as 
serted, seems to stem from differ- 
ing susceptibilities to the growths. 
He said the incidence of animal 
tumors, as in man, increases with 
age. 

Dr. Leonard J. Goss; pat#Slogist 
at the New York City Zoo, told the 
session that four tree kangaroos, 
which had been perfectly healthy,

Canadian Tells,How They Spent Hours on 
Makeshift Raft in Shark-Infested Waters 


After Explosion Sank Ship. 


NEW YORK, April 1 (AP)—A 
Canadian seaman detailed last 
night the’ story of the rescue of 
himself and three companions from 
the rough, shark-infested waters of 
the Caribbean Sea by a United 
States Navy patrol bomber on,the 
morning of Feb. 23, many hours 
after their small freighter had 
gone to the bottom. 

The sailor, Petet Soroko, 22 years 
old, of Winnipeg, said he didn’t 
know whether his vessel was tor-/ 
pedoed or struck a, mine. There 
were 19 men in the crew, he said, 
and hé did not know the fate of 
the other 15. 

At about 9 p. m., Feb. 22, said 
Soroko, he was standing watch 
and was about to enter a hatchway 
when ‘there was terrific explosion 


A geyser of water struck him, he 
said, and the next thing he knew 
he was swimming. 

He and three companions, none 
of them wearing lifebelts, fash- 
ioned a makeshift raft from float- 
ing. hatch cover boards. A fifth 
man, who was nearby, was unable 
to reach the raft. 

Soroko said they knew they were

in an area infested by sharks,-and 
that fish frequéntly nibbled at their 
bare feet.

The 
number on the rolls Jan. 1 was 
13,161 in the city and 2238 in the 
county. The county’s percentage, 
which previously was 13 per cent 
of those 65 years old and- above, 
the smallest percentage in the 
State, is now 127 per cent. The 
percentage has increased 
from 21.3 to 21.4,

that of last month, and 924 less 
than that of Jan. 1. The peak 
| number, reached last December, 
G|was 117,368, and there has been 
a decline every month since. Parke 
M. Banta, Social Security Director, 
said the decrease was probably due 
to investigation of the eligibility 
of claimants, and to increased em- 
ployment, but he added that the 
change was not yet large enough 
to prove a continuing trend.

Mrs. Mary K. Engler Was 


Pinned in Burning Wreckage 
of Overland Home. 


Mrs. Mary K. Engler, 73 years 
old, died last night at County Hos- 
pital of injuries suffered yester- 
when she was 
pinned under burning debris after 
a five-room brick and stucco bun- 
galow at 8703 Olden avenue, Over~ 
land, was demolished by an explo- 
sion resulting from escaping illu- 


minating gas. 

Mrs. Engler, who was in the 
home alone, waz crushed beneath 
a corner of the roof of the house. 
She had been warned to leave a 
few minutes before the explosion 
by Sam Bologna, assistant super- 
intendent of a WPA crew working 
in front of the house, after a me- 
chanical ditch digger had acci- 
dentally uprooted a gas pipe lead- 
ing into the bungalow. 

Deputy sheriffs reported that. 
Bologna informed Mrs. Engler of 
thé damaged pipe, and on entering 
the basement found the gas line 
had been pulled away from the 
meter, which was about 10 feet 
from the furnace. The escaping 
gas apparently was-~«ignited by 
flames in the furnace. 

Mrs. Engler resided at the home 
with her son-in-law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. William M. Tucker, 
and their two children. Tucker, a 
floor walker at Famous-Barr de- 
partment store, anti Mrs. Tucker 
were at work, and the children 
were as school. 

The blast leveled the house and 
hurled debris over the neighbor- 
hood, Windows in nearby homes 
were shattered and bits of wood 
and plaster were blown as far as 
two blocks away. The top of a 
large free in front was sheared off 
in the explosion. 

Bologna, after warning Mrs. Eng- 
ler of the danger of remaining in 
the home, left to get some tools,. 
intending to attempt to repair the 
broken pipe.

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A long school day is, in my opin- 
ion, the best possible day for boys 
and girls of the teen age. Not 
for the elementary pupils under 
that age, with the exceptions of 
those of delayed mental growth 


and more than normal physical - 


development. Those go with the 
teen age pupils. 
x * * 
THE SCHOOL DAY for’ these 


children should offer a full aca- 
demic schedule, with coaching for ’ 
the slower ones, and three hours | 


daily of work in arts and crafts. 
These children need day by day 
lessons in the active work of the 
shops.* One lesson a week is 
waste. 

Boys and girls of teen age, in 
junior and senior high school 
should be trained to work. The 
junior high school children ought 
to have a series of experiences in 
various forms of shop work—print- 
ing, metals, wood, science, ma- 
chinery tools, clay, gardening, the 
more varied the courses the school 
offers the better. 

The same thing for the girls. 
Let them try out a course in cook- 
ing, sewing, office work, millinery, 
weaving, nursing, housekeeping, 


photography, woodcarving. Let both 


boys and girls select their courses 
under the supervision and —— 
of the trained experts, 

If a boy wants to cook and sew, 
let him. He is experimenting and 
should do so. If a girl wants to 
do metal work don’t stop her. She 
may need the experience for the 
work she is to do in the future.

Our task is to 
so set his educational background 
00 that he gets what he needs to 
elop his latent powers.

The senior high school boys and 
girls are usually prepared for more 
technical training, more direct 
choice of vocations.

garnered by East-West turned out 
to be a top score. 

It was South’s misinterpretation 
of what should have been a clear 
message that caused this result. 
South thought that North’s action 
in first bidding clubs and later 
bidding ‘the higher ranking spade 
suit was a sign of strength (as in 
the sequence mentioned above the 
hand). Actually, the situation was 
entirely different. This should 
have been South’s reasoning: 
North would have bent every ef- 
fort to respond constructively to 
the take-out double. With substan- 
tial strength, he would have made 
a jump response; failing that, he 
at least would have chosen to re- 
spond in spades, the major suit. 
When North made the two club 
bid, he could not be at all sure 
that he would have another chance 
to bid. Hence, he would not de- 
liberately suppress information 
about a biddable spade suit. 

On top of this reasoning was the 
vital fact that North did not pass 
to the double of one no trump, an 
action he would have taken if he 
had had strength in two suits. 
Thus, South’s reading of the situ- 
ation was exactly backward. What 
he thought was a strong series of 
bids was actually the weakest that 
North could have made.
